* Maurice Macterlinck in “The Light 
eyond,” says this of death: 

“It is surprising tha the idea’ of 
death which should be the most per- 
fect and the-most luminous of ideas 
—being the most: persistent and the 
most inevitable--remains -the fiimsi- 
test and thé only one that is a lag- 
gard * * * To fathom.its abysses, we 
wait until the most enfeebled, the 
most disordered moments of our life 
arrive. We do. not. begin to think of 
death until we ‘have no longer tlie 
strength, I will not say, to thiuk, but 
even to breathe. * * * Let us learn 
to look upon death as it is im itselt, 
free from the horrors of, matter’ and 
stripped of the terrors of the imagi- 
nation. Let us first get: rid of all 
that goes before and does mot be- 
long to it. Thus we impute to ‘it 
the tortures of the last illness, and 
that is not just. ‘Illnesses have 
nothing in common with that which 
ends them. ‘They form part of life, 
and not of death. We really for- 
get the most cruel sufferings that re- 
store us to health, and the first sun 
of. convalescence destroys the most 
unbearable memories of the cham- 
ber of pain. But let death come, and 
at once we overwhelm it with all the 
evil dorie before it. Not a tear but 
is remembered and used as a re- 
proach, not a cry of pain but_ be- 
comes a cry of accusation. Death
